Flowears That Flourish in Water and
Are Good for the Fish.

Water plants, growing In or on or from
witer, ara qulte as attractive in their
way as their earth-grown rivals or the
exotlea of the alr

One of the prettieat of tha floating
aquaties Is the water hyvacinth, =o eallad
beeause It Aowors, and the blostoms, of n
delicato lilae pink, grow In trusses like
those of the real hyacinth.

There In tha parrot's feathers, a plant
with long trailing stems nand exquisite
follage that suggests the plumage of n
bird, It is as delicate us the oyvpross vine
in appearance, but it is guita hardy and
will tradl beautifully from a hanging buas-
kot or flourish perfectly In an aguarium,

There nre water plants as green and
beautiful as the most delicala farns and
othara thnt are colored llke the lenveu of
pants used for borders of Nower beds.

They all genemte oxygen and n certiln
numbar of them must be placed in every
agquarium. at least ona to every two
gnllons of water, or the flah will not
thrive.

aauarium. This s not an expensive
possession: twanty-five centa will buy one
of the smallest. Fiftean centa will buy
n water plant and the fizgh coxt aceord-
